Louis, who, in January, 1875, mur- 


j dered a woman on the street. A1 


i the March term of the St. Louis 
| Criminal Court, the same year, he 
was indicted for murder in the firsl 
degree, tried and found guilty, and 
sentenced to be hanged. 
Upon an 


appeal, the judgment of the crimina 
court was reversed and a new tria 
ordered. 
Two more trials followed 


in both of which the jury failed to 
agree. Upon the fourth trial the 
prisoner made an agreement with the 
state's attorney to plead guilty to 
murder in the second degree, upon 
condition that his sentence be im- 
prisonment for a period not longer 
than ten years. 
"Under this plea 


however, he was sentenced to. im- 
prisonment for twenty-five years. 
He again appealed, and the judg- 
ment of the lower court was reversed 
by the supreme court, and the cause 
for a second time'remanded. 
Upon 


his next trial, the prisoner refused to 
withdraw his plea of guilty of mnr 
derin the second degree, or to make 
another plea, whereupon the conrl 
ordered a plea of not guilty to be en- 
tered for him, and he was .again 
tried for murder in the first degree, 
found guilty and sentenced to death. 
He appe .led successively to the 
Court of Appeals and to tbe Su- 
preme Court of the state. In both 
of these tribunals the sentence of 
the court below was affirmed. 
The 


sentence was then ordered to be ex- 
ecuted on August 24, 1882, but be- 
fore that time, Judge Miller, of the 
United States Supreme Court, grant 
ed a writ of error, and the case was 
brought here for a final review. Un- 
der the constitution and laws of the 
state of Missouri, at the time the of- 
fense was committed and indictment 
found, the prisoner could not be 
tried for murder in the first degree, 
for he had been convicted and plead- 
ed guilty to murder in the second 
degree, but under the constitution of 
1875, as construed by the Supreme 
court of Missouri, one indicted for 
murder in the first degree and con- 
victed or sentenced on a plea of 
guilty of murder in the second de- 
greee, may be again tried for mur- 
der in the first degree in case of an 
appeal and reversal. It was con- 
tended in all the courts by prisoner's 
counsel, that the section of the state 
constitution of 1875, adopted subse- 
quent to the pending of the indict- 
ment, could not be applied to the 
prisoner's case; that it changed the 
punishment; that it 
was an ex 


post 
facto law, and as such was 


repugnant to the constitution of the 
United States. Justice Miller, in a 
long and 
carfully written opinion, 


rendered the decision of this court 
which may be briefly 
summed up 


as follows: "We are of the opinion 
that any law passed after the com- 
mission of an offense which, in relation 
to that offence or its consequences, 
alters the situation of the party to his 
disadvantage, is an ex post facto law. 
No one can be criminally punished in 
this country except according to the 
law prescribed for bis government by 
sovereign authority before the offence 
was committed, and which existed as 
a law at the time. The provision of 
the constitution of Missouri which 
denies to the plaintiff in error the 
benefit which the previous law gave 
him, of acquittal of the charge of 
murder in the first degree, on a con- 
viction of murder in the second de- 
gree, is to his case an ex post facto 
law, within the meaning of the con- 
stitution of the United States; and 
for error of th.e supreme court of 
Missouri, in holding otherwise, its 
judgment is reversed and the case 
remanded to it with direction to re- 
verse the judgment of the criminal 
court of St. Louis, and for such fur- 
;hur proceedings as are not incon- 
sistent with this opinion." 
Chief 


Justice Waite and Justices Bradley, 
Gray and Mataews dissented. This 
decision, rendered by a bare majority 
of one, finally relieves the prisoner 
Erom the sentence of death, which 
has been hanging over him for the 
past seven years.

FUNERAL OP A VETERAN. 


Death and Burial of Thomas N. Muzzy, 


at Cumberland, Ohio. 


The following, taken from the Ohio 


State Journal of March 27tb, gives an 
interesting account of the funeral of the 
aged father of Hon. L. F. Muzzy, of this 
city, who attended the obsequies: 


The long and eventful life of this re- 


markable man closed on Friday night, 
March 23, 1883, in the 95th year of his 
ape. 
On Monday, at 10 o'clock, a large 


uBsernbly united with his family and rela- 
tives in the lust tribute of respect to hie 
memory. The City Hall, where the fune- 
ral services were held, wns fittingly pre- 
pared for the occasion, and impressive 
exercises were participated in by Bevs. 
Kurnler, Campbell and Seigfried. 
We 


gather the following facts from the ad- 
dress of Eev. Seigfried: 


Thomas Newell Muzzy WFIB bora in 


Worcester, Massachusetts, March 10th, 
1789. 
On February 3d, 1813, he married 


Lorinda J. Bacon, of Chnrlton, Mass., 
who survives him, after a union of more 
than seventy years, 


On their wedding day, and in the uni- 


form made by her, he tendered, in their 
behalf, the services of a military band, of 
which he was leader, to the government 
in the war of 1812. 
On July 4th, 1814, he 


entered the tract of land adjoining the 
citv, in sight of which they since resided.

What stirring memories are crowded 


into the history of these early pioneers. 
They suffered many privations that pos- 
terity might enjoy the rich fruits of civili- 
zation. The funeral was largely attended, 
and mnuy eyes moistened in taking leave 
of the kind old face that was so familiar 
to four generations. The engine named 
for him on the C. W. and N. Y. railroad 
was draped in mourning in memory of 
his zeal and sacrifices to put this valley in 
communication with the outside world. 
Long will his memory live. By his en- 
larged liberality towards every enterprise 
that promised to advance the interests of 
his community he erected a monument in 
the hearts of his people that is more en- 
during than the most imposing shaft of 
granite or marble. 


Cultivating Orchards, 


1. Instead of ''trimming up" trees 


according to the old fashion, to make 
them long-legged and long-arraecl, 
trim them down, so as to make them 
even, snug and symmetrical. 


2. Instead of manuring heavily in 


a small circle at the foot of the tree, 
spread the manure, if needed at 
all, 


broadcast over the whole surface, es- 
pecially where the ends of the roots 
can get it. 


3. Instead of spading a small cir- 


cle about the stem, cultivate the 
whole surface broadcast. 


4. Prefer a well pulverized, clean 


surface in an orchard, with a mode- 
rately rich soil, to heavy manuring 
and a surface covered with a hard 
crust and weeds and grass. 


5. Remember that it is better to 


set out ten trees with all the neces- 
sary care to make them live and 
flourish, than to set out a hundred 
trees and have them all die from 
carelessness. 


0. Hemember that tobacco 
is a 


poison, and will kill insects rapidly if 
properly applied to them, andis-one 
of the best drugs for freeing fruit' 
trees rapidly of small vermin. 


7. Finally, do not neglect to set 


out as many fruit trees of different 
varieties as you possibly can. 
It 


will pay. 
If you have but a small 


farm put out the fewer trees, but put 
out as many as you can find space 
for. 
Larger farm, more trees. Fruit 


evaporators are comparatively inex- 
pensive, they are very easily opera- 
ted, and properly dried fruit is al- 
ways salable. 
If your farm is near 


a railroad you will be able to sell ev- 
ery bushel of fruit for city consump- 
tion that you happen to raise, and 
you will realize satisfactory prices 
for it. 
By all means plant all the 


fruit trees that you may find room 
for, and raise all the fruit that you 
can coax your trees to bear.
